No “ receipts”’ 
were asked or offered. * getting 
all the plunder portable, the robbers 
broke for the bluffs, without so much as | 
bidding their victims ne a good 
night!“ or thank you.”

3750, was left to remain in the box, be- 
cause too heavy for these plunderers to 
pack away with tocm.
